Van Wert had 
put iu some, very telling workin several 
plaoes where it would do the most good, 
but in two or throe precincts it-was 
found that a strong sentiment in favor 
of his opponent had developed and must 
be overcome by some means if he hoped 
to win.

PBQTBOTING TBK THU9TS. 


.In the ditcaasion of the Dingley 


tariff bill, when opportunity was given 
for amendments, Dookery of Missouri 
propoied a proviso to the enacting 
otaue of the bill that whenever it was 
shown to the satisfaotiun of the Presi- 
dent that there was a trust or com- 
bination to control the price of any 
utiole on the dutiable list the duty on 
•nob article should bo suspended. 
Reasonable as thia proposed amend- 
ment la the Bepublioana unanimously 
opposed \\, one of them candidly ad- 
mitting that its adoption would defeat 
one of the purposes of the bill. 


It appears that under the pretext of 


Increasing, the revenues of the Govern- 
ment one of the main objects of the 
Dingley tariif bill is to give trusts and 
combinations opportunity to plunder 
the people. Iron and steel, which are 
being exported from the United States 
to Europe because they can be pro- 
duced in this country cheaper than in 
any other, are protected by the Dingley 
bill. This will give the trusts oppor- 
tunity to advance, the price of the 
articles to home consumers. Lumber 
ia being exported from Oregon and 
Washington to Australia and South 
Africa. If lumber could be purchased 
cheaper in British Columbia than in 
Washington and Oregon the South 
Afrioins and Australians would buy 
their lumber in British Colombia, yet 
the Dingley bill puts a tariff on lumber 
to protect the lumber meu of Washing- 
ton and Oregon from British Columbia 
competition. This enables the lumber 
trust to add the full amount of the 
tariff to the price of lumber sold to 
home consumers. The same is true of 
sugar, whloh the .Republicans placed 
on the free list when framing the Mc- 
Kinley tariff bill, and it is equally true 
of many other articles which are made 
dutiable simply for the benefit of the 
trusts. 


The fact is the Republican party is 


indebted to the trusts for the sucoess 
In the Presidential campaign of 1897. 
The sixteen millions of dollars col- 
lected by Mr. Hanna from the trusts 
gave the Republican's the Presidency 
and Congress. The members recognize 
this fact and as a token of their grati- 
tude propose to give the trusts oppor- 
tunity to reimburse themselves for 
their liberal contributions to the 
Hanna campaign fnnd. Of course they 
would not adopt the Dookery amend- 
ment empowering the President to 
suspend the duty on articles, the 
prices of which were controlled by the 
trusts. That would be base ingratitude 
and at the trusts are expected to assist 
the party again it would be bad politics 
though good for the people. 


TRI5 QUESTION OF IMMIGRATION 


IS AS IMPOBTANT AS TABIPF. 


The United States Senate has taken 


up the immigration restriction bill 
which ex-President Cleveland vetoed, 
and will make it a part of the legisla- 
tion of this session. It is to be hoped 
that the bill or a similar one will pass. 
Thii question is as important as the 
tariff, and in fact without some restric- 
tion on immigration and the importa- 
tion of cheap and pauper labor into 
this country, the new tariff wonld be of 
comparatively little consequence, for 
while cheap manufacturers might be 
shut out by a higher tariff, European 
workmen and mechanics can be brought 
into this country in such numbers as 
to cause a marked reduction in wages 
aud cost of manufacture, so that the 
tariff on raw material wonld not be of 
much consequence. Skilled workmen 
in nearly every branch can be found in 
Europe who by reason of the great 
competition 
are glad to come to 


America at a slight advance in wages, 
and ordinary laborers may be counted 
by the thousands who would jump at 
the opportunity to leave work at f 4 or 
$6 per month at home, to work in the 
United States at »15 or $20. 


For the past, ten years this state of 


affairs has been steadily growing. 
Wages have been gradually out in every 
walk of life simply by reason of the 
competition that enters every part of 
the country. The American boy or 
girl upon beginning active life finds a 
competitor from a foreign land at 
lower wages than the former can pos- 
sibly live upon. Skilled mechanics are 
met with the.same conditions, and so it 
is found on every side and it is con- 
stantly growing worse. The tariff may 
bring prosperity, but there is a grave 
doubt about it, yet with restricted im- 
migration which will surely, work to the 
advantage of the wage earner, it may 
prove a blessing. 


ANNEXATION Or 
THE HAWAIIAN 


ISLANDS. 


It Is reported in Washington that 


formal application will shortly 
be 


made by the Hawaiian Government for 
annexation of the Islands to the United 
States. The application will be made 
to the State Department and it is ex- 
pected that Secretary Sherman will 
transmit it to Congress. 


A reosnt census of the Hawaiian Is- 


lands shows that they have a popula- 
tion of about 87,000. 
Of the inhabi- 


tants 26,000 are Chinese, 24,000 Japan- 
ese, 81,000 natives and half-castes, 8,000 
Americans and one or two thousand 
Europeans. Ihe desirability of Jannex 
4ng the islands and conferring citizen- 
ship qpon those who inhabit them is at 
least questionable.

ago. Their places are filled by Chinese 


and Japanese, who

The rumored withdrawal of the 


Southern Pacific Company frbm the 
Trans-continental Traffic Association, 
is creating considerable speculation. 
It is believed.by these in a position to 
judge, that it means the disruption of 
the association, and a determined com- 
petition that will result in a rate war 
within thirty days. What effect the 
withdrawal will have on the Southern 
Pacific, remains to be seen. But, there 
is a feeling of unrest plainly apparent 
among the managers. The arrival of 
President Huntlngton in San Francisco, 
makes this feeling the more intense, HR 
it is thought that his visit to the coast 
at this time is of more than usual sig- 
nificance.

The San Francisco post office site is 


again a subject of interest to the com- 
munity. The Government is making 
tests to determine whether the city is 
built on a bog or not. Tests are being 
made to the depth of seventy feet, and 
the opinions of experts are sought in 
regard to the character of the ground, 
and whether a safe foundation can be 
obtained. There seems to be a good 
deal of hnmbuggery or dilatory work 
on the part of the Government author- 
ities regarding this particular public 
building.

then some other reason for delay would 
be discovered. The feeling of the San 
Srancisco people has now reached the 
point, where they want the post office, 
bog or no bog, so that the present gen- 
eration will get some benefit of it, and 
before the building now in use crum- 
bles to pieces from old age.

How Electrical Appliances <i re Now Util- 


ized lor this Purpose. 


Whon electrical plants were first in 


stalled aboard ship, lead incased cables, 
run m ordinary molding, were nsed al- 
most entirely, and in case oi iron ships 
the hull -nas frequently employed for 
tho rehuu circuit 
The latter method 


soon passed out of use, for it not only 
inci eased the fire hazard, but was in- 
pffioient mechanically, and also liable 
to give use to distuihing influences on 
the ship's compasses 


Lead incased condvctors m ordinary 


molding weie used on the first two 
United States men of war having elec- 
t' ic plants—tl o Trenton and Omaha^. 
but with unsatisfactory results in each 
coso 
In the latter ship, the electrical 


plant of which was installed by the 
wntei m 1884, tho lead incased port 
and starboard mains passed through 
holes bored m live oak knees, one hole 
to about each six feet of run, and the 
writer has a vivid recollection of the 
difficulties encountered m boring several 
hundred threVquarter and half inch 
holes through about eight inches of 
gnarled oak, very nearly as hard to 
pierce as some of the tougher metals It 
ia perhaps needless to say that tho coat 
of labor and tools was no small item in 
the cost of installation 


Lead incased conductors were finally 


discarded, except in some special work, 
IB the protection from injury to the in- 
sulation and from moisture, which the 
lead sheath was supposed >o give, was 
found to be illusory 
Hents caused 


shoit circuiting ou the slwath of the 
conductois, while punctures, permitting 
the tiitroiiLe of moistuie, led to bad 
gro inds as well as bhort circuits.

ed a composite system for the installa- 
tion of the distributing conductors is
